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THE BEAD OF TH& ETHIpPIAH. 


At length tho heralds and forerunners of 


tbo royal ran had ddpe their work^-and.

Wedoesdny was the l-:inut'r dny with more 
than !),000 nrriviil*. Mami lit. 1873, some- 
thing over 
7,000 fmniigriints arrived at 


that puit, which up to Wednesday wns the 
greatest number landed in one diiy. 


A fleet of twenty-four steamers tnul 


numerous other smaller croft i-june up the 
bay that morning when the fog, which had 
overhung ihe water from Saturday night, 
clenrt-d a\vay. 
It was one of Ihe largest 


fleets that has ever entered this port at one 
time. The tirst steiimer|to arrive was (he 
White Star, Baltic, trouij Liverpool, wiih 
805 immigrants. Then cuine the KUsiu, 
from the Gibmlrtir, wiih.1

into a reception room< ajd the Ward's Is- 
land bureau was throwtj open and consoli- 
dated with that of tho information depart- 
ment, both of which were inadequate to 
the demands upon them! 


All the clerks were sejt to work register 


ing the names, and from early mom until 
the later hours of thi> ej veiling these poor 
scribes were' kept at constant work, and 
on several occasions reyived their droop- 
ing energies with u drink. 


When their day's labor ended, a more 


wearied and haggard fie- of men could not 
be found. The facilities for landing and 
sending off so large :i Dumber of arrivals 
are very meagre, and are totally inadequate 
to meet ihe demands of even less numbers 
than arrived to-day. 


A notable fact in connection with the 


large numbers that are fleeing here frofa 
the oppression of Eurjopenn countries is 
that the pauper element i* being utmost 
entirely eliminated, and with but few ex- 
ceptions a hardy and thrifty class of immi- 
grants are coming. 


1'he utmost preciiutio is are taken by the 


commissioners, and these that are likely 
to become a public charge are not permitted 
to remain in the country.

but few have had to he returned, and out 
of (hose which cuine [to-day only a few 
were found ?iqt lit uiiididntes for Ameri- 
can citizenship.
